dit the Lewdnels of the Pretence. Beſide that He has avery mean Opini- 
on of himſef? that conſults the Vomit of a Libell, for the State of his own 
Value and Repoſe. For what is a Libeller ; but only a baſer ſort of 
Bravo, that does more miſchief, with Lefſe Hazzard ; and is conſe- 
quently the more Unmanly Proſtitute of the Two ? 
No ſooner is there a Pique taken up againſt the Government, or againſt 
man that according to his Duty, Endeavours to ſupport it ;, but pre- 
ſently That Malevolence yields matter for a Libell, and « popp'd into the 
world by ſtealth, ( as an Anthortty to the Rabble ) by ſome Little Mercena- 
ry Scribler that ſpunges for his very Bread, and commonly couſens the Prin- 
rer too, into the Bargain. I knew a _ once that being reſolved to 
Cure all Diſeaſes went to Riverius's Index to ſupply and fill up his Bill. 
This Caſe holds a Good way with aLibeller ; he charges as many Defa- 
mations into his Paper as he can well crowd in : ( for "there's nothing ſo 
Rank, but ſome Fools oy other will believe it. ) Only he has this advantage 
of the Quack, that he needs net go out of himſelf for Villany, to fill u 
his Roll. How far the Government will finde it Convenient to ſuffer theſe 
Scandals toChriltianity, Publique Order, Good Manners ; ( Nay to 
the Peace, andCommon Duties of Human Society ) to paſſe anpuniſb't, 
1 ſhall ſubmit to my Superiers : And after this brief Reflexion upon Libells 
#2 Generall, proceed to what concerns my felt in Particular. 
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He very (atalogue of the Pamphlets that have been written 
againl(t me would take up moreRoom then at This time 
| can well afford them : £o that I ſhall only run over the 

Heads of them ( ſofar as to my Purpoſe, ) without Referring to: 
This, or That Paper, where Ido not know the Amnthour ; and fairly 
diſtinguiſh the Defamation from the Argument. For the Oppoſing 
of Reaſon to Reaſon, or of One Colour to Ancther, 1s a Courſe agree- 
able to the Rules, and Methods of all Candid diſputes : But when 1 
ind Unnaturall Violences put upon my Words, or Periods, fraudulent 
Adaitions, or Suppreſſions, to make me ſpeak wore, or lefſe then I in- 
rended, and to pervert my Meaning : Together with Inſolence of 
Language ; Opprobrious and Virulent Aggravations ; Malicious Reports ; 
and no better then direCt Fargery in the matter of Fa#t; and all This, 
Frinted and Publiſhed, without either the Bookfellers, or the Anthours 
Name ; Under theſe Circumſtances, I ſhall be bold to pronounce any 
Pamphlet that Touches me, to be a Libel. 
The Common .Clamour which This I:fernall Band of Libellers 
( for they are not to be heard of abcve-Ground ) Advances againſt
